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Something To Stand On 


There used to be a say ing about the platforms 
of political parties, that they were built only to 
run on and therefore no one should be ex pected 
to stand on them after the campaign was ov er. 
That was true more often than not. 
But the Republican platform of 1956 now is 
being used as something to stand on in the 
discussion 
about whether 
or not President 
Eisenhower is off base with a 72-billion-dollar 
budget. 
U.S. Rep. William Ay res of Akron has mailed 
out 1,600 copies of the Republican platform in 
reply to constituents criticizing the head of the 
party . “ Is it fair,” Rep. Ay res asks, “ to criti­ 
cize the President for dedicating himself to 
the cause of the Republican party as outlined 
in its most recent declaration, the 1956 plat­ 
form? ” 
Well, it was a pretty big platform, with lots 
of planks in it, which may account for the fact 
Rep. Ay res seems to hav e ov erlooked some of 
them. The Republican platform pledged “ furth­ 
er reduction in gov ernment spending as recom­ 
mended by the Hoov er Commission.” 
Many 
Republicans lov ed that plank. It looked good 
enough to eat. 
They liked the plank that pledged the party 
“ to- maintain the purchasing power of a sound 
dollar.” They liked the promise of “ further re­ 
ductions in tax es with particular consideration 
for low and middle income families.” 
In a big platform, there is something for 
ev ery body ; that is why platforms are con­ 
structed. The 
Republican 
platform 
of 
1956 
promised “ v igorous 
enforcement of antitrust 
laws . . . and clear federal scrutiny of merg­ 
ers.” It promised to rev ise and improv e the 
Taft-Hartley Act, “ so as to protect more ef­ 
fectiv ely the rights of labor unions, manage­ 
ment, the indiv idual worker and the public.” 


It was in fav or of a public-health policy 
for distributing anti-polio v accine, and it urged 
rehabitation of 
blighted 
areas in 
cities. 
It 
recommended higher postal rates, equal con­ 
stitutional rights for men and women and furth­ 
er reduction of trade barriers. It was opposed 
to any trade with the Communist world that 
“ would threaten the security of the United 
States and our allies.” 


In fact, there are so many things in the 
Republican platform of 1956 that it might be 
helpful for ev ery body concerned to get a copy 
as a reminder of what it was in its entirety 
the party was running on when it elected a 
president, v ice president, 200 U.S. representa­ 
tiv es and 17 U.S. senators just 8 months ago.

To make assurance doubly sure, 
Undersecretary of State Christian 
Herter sent a message to Stassen 
in London repeating in writing the 
instructions which had been giv en 
orally 
before 
the 
disarmament 
specialists left Washington. 


NOTWITHSTANDING all these 
precautions, 
Stassen 
wrote 
out 
a memorandum which he gav e to 
the Russian ambassador in Lon­ 
don, presumably because he want­ 
ed the Russian reaction. 
When the heads of the gov ern­ 
ments of the Western allies neard 
of Stassen’s procedure they were 
shocked. Telephone conv ersations 
ensued back and forth across .the 
Atlantip between high officials of 
the Western gov ernments and the 
United States gov ernment. 
The White House and State De­

The question of reliev ing Stassen 
of his post was naturally discussed 
but it was decided that to do so 
might break up the whole disarm­ 
ament negotiation and giv e the 
Russian propagandists a chance to 
argue that the United States was 
backing out of the discussions. 
So an alternativ e plan was de­ 
v eloped to guard against a recur­ 
rence of this 
kind of mistake. 
Julius Holmes, a diplomat of ex ­ 
perience in delicate negotiations, 
was selected from the career serv ­ 
ice in the State Department to be 


retary Dulles referred to in his 
press conference on Tuesday as 
“ procedural complications” in tne 
disarmament 
negotiations 
would 
not happen again. 


ALSO 
TWO 
SENATORS 
will 
shortly join Stassen in London to 
represent the congressional point 
of v iew. 
It is reported that Sen. Mans­ 
field of Montana, Democrat, and 
Sen. Hickenlooper of Iowa, Repub­ 
lican, will be inv ited to go to Lon­ 
don, or other senators if these two 
members of the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the Senate find they 
cannot go. • 
What did Stassen hav e in mind 
when he sat down with the Rus­ 
sian ambassador and showed him 
a written document on the Ameri­ 
can point of v iew before he had 
talked things ov er with our allies:? 
In these day s of sensitiv eness in 
London, especially about the need 
for allies to consult one another, 
this was a mistake in tactics that 
seerrft incredible. 
Also with the delicate situation 
that Chancellor Adenauer faces in 
the coming elections in West Ger­ 
many , it was particularly tactless 
to do any thing which could giv e 
the impression that West Germany 
and the reunification issue were 
being ignored. 


THE ONLY piausible ex plana­ 
tion is that Stassen was ov erzeal- 
ous or that he thought an informal 
sounding out of the Sov iet point of 
v iew first would aid him later in 
getting agreement from the British 
and French and West Germans. 
But a special ambassador should 
not take such chances without first 
consulting his superiors — in this 
case the secretary of state and 
the 
President. 
May be 
Stassen 
thought it wouldn’t make any dif­ 
ference. 
But the fact remains that Stas­ 
sen’s clumsiness in London stirred 
up considerable confusion as well 
as anx iety among the Western al­ 
lies because it isn’t easy to ex plain 
that a special emissary of long ex ­ 
perience in these disarmament ne­ 
gotiations just pulled a “ boner.” 
.Stassen was later instructed to 
go back to the Russian env oy and 
tell him the memorandum was not 
in final form and that it had not 
y et been cleared with the allies. 
Certainly President Eisenhower, 
whose military career ha^, been 
based on the doctrine of obedience 
of specific orders giv en by a su­ 
perior, will hav e a hard time for­ 
getting what has happened though 
he may be forgiv ing.

Toll-Free Seaway Urged

The Money Moral 
The same rule that applies to safety hazards 
which are not remov ed in time applies to money 
hazards.

It took many accidents to show why discarded 
refrigerators were death traps for children. It 
has taken many incidents to show why union 
funds cannot safely be left unguarded. 
AFL-CIO President George 
Meany . warns, 
moreov er, that the same trap ex ists for man­ 
agement responsible for welfare-pension plans 
as. ex ists for unions. 
th e moral is that any 
sum 
of 
money , 
large or small, inv ites wrong-doing unless it is 
surrounded 
by enough 
safeguards 
to 
keep 
temptation at arm’s length. 


This is particularly true of sums of money 
beionging to people in general, as opposed 
tolpeople in particular. Public funds are espe­ 
cially v ulnerable. The scandal in Illinois ex ­ 
posed when a diligent newspaperman tried to 
track down hocus-pocus in the state treasurer’s 
office demonstrated that ev ery body ’s business 
has a tendency to become nobody ’s business. 
Had it not been for the curiosity of one re- 
orter, Orv ille Hodge would still be draining 
off hundreds of thousands of Illinois dollars 
for his own use. 
In fact, had It not been for the diligence of 
sev eral reports on the Pacific Coast, 
Dav e 
Beck wiuld still be buy ing $30 shirts with other 
people’s money . 
The price of honesty is eternal v igilance, the 
same as the price of liberty . 


Farewell, Uncle Louis 
Whatev er is to be learned from Canadian 
politics is being studied closely by eager scholars 
in Washington, following the upset of Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent and the Liberal party 
in the election last Monday . 
“ Uncle Louis” was believ ed to be unbeat­ 
able. So was the Liberal party . The leader of 
the Conserv ativ es, John Diefenbaker, offered 
nothing but a change. He had no earth-shaking 
reforms, no panaceas, nothing but the idea that 
Liberals had been in so long it would be a 
good idea to smash them up and start fresh. 
No politician can bring about a change mere­ 
ly by talking about it unless he talks about it 
at the psy chologically correct moment. 
Canadian« were tired of “ Uncle Louis.” They 
iv ere ready for “ Uncle John.” 


The 
most 
powerful 
shipping 
group in Canada is fighting to 
make the St. Lawrence Seaway 
toll-free. 
If this happens, the Canadians 
figure, the two United States Sea­ 
way locks will be relegated to the 
position of handling merely “ ex ­ 
cess” tonnage. 
This line of thinking was rev eal­ 
ed by John H. Mahoney , general 
manager of the Dominion Marine 
Association of Canada, which rep­ 
resents most Great Lakes - St. 
Lawrence shipping. 
Mahoney say s a nine - member 
committee of his association is 
preparing arguments against tolls 
as a matter of Canadian national 
policy . 
“ We don’tfee 1 there should be 
any tolls at all.” he said. 
He pointed out that, while Unit­ 
ed States seaway law prescribes 
tolls as a means of pay ing off the 
federal gov ernment’s 143 million 
dollar inv estment, the charges are 
only permissiv e in the Canadian 
statute. U. S. railroads, Mahoney 
said, wanted high seaway tolls be­ 
cause 
they 
“ would 
discourage 
water transportation.” 


HE 
EXPRESSED 
confidence 
that ultimately there would be an 
all - Canadian seaway . A 27-foot 
channel at Cornwall, Ont., opposite 
the U.S. locks, has been authoriz­ 
ed, and, though this will be used 
for “ other purposes” at first, Ma­ 
honey thinks it will be part of an 
all-Canadian project. 
“ If the all - Canadian seaway 
were toll free,” he commented, “ it 
would mean the Eisenhower and 
Grasse Riv er locks on the U. S. 
side would hav e to be toll-free, or 
be used solely for ex cess shipping 
the Canadian locks could not ac­ 
commodate.” 
Elimination of tolls in the U. S. 
parts of the seaway would mean 
appropriation of large amounts of 
money , aad Congress would be un­ 
likely to support such a mov e after 
approv ing U. S. participation in an 
undertaking pictured as pay ing for 
itself through toll rev enues. 


MAHONEY SAID his association 
considered U. S. seaway tonnage 
estimates of between 50 and 56 
million tons as “ too high.” 
He pointed out that 24 million 
tons went through the Welland 
Canal last y ear, tax ing facilities 
there to the limit and often “ ship­ 
ping was delay ed.” Max imum an­ 
nual Welland capacity would be 
26 million tons, he said. 
If the U.S. set seaway tolls too 
high, Mahoney went on, Canada 
would hav e the right to “ go on 
our way on charging tolls.” 
Historically Canada has backed 
toll-free gov ernment operations on 
the thesis that the boost in econ­ 


omy more than “ paid” for the use 
of tax pay er funds. 
Toll policy for the seaway is a 
touchy subject these day s. 
Rising construction costs hav e 
raised the estimates of charges to 
be lev ied on cargo transiting the 
waterway . 


U. 
S. 
SHIPPERS 
hav e 
been 
plumping for low tolls, and now 
the Marine Association is x epected 
to make an all-out assault toll 
charge. 
Should the matter bog down in 
aa stalemate, Canada could con­ 
ceiv ably spend an additional 50 
million dollars, build a new sea­ 
way lock at Cornwall and take 
command of the full length of the 
seaway . 
To do this, 
howev er, Canada 
would hav e to receiv e U.S. agree­ 
ment not to interpose a diplomatic 
objection, since “ consultation” on 
any such mov e was made a re­ 
quirement in an August, 1954, ex ­ 
change of notes.

captain. 
He has, under oath before the 
Senate Internal Security subcom­ 
mittee, refused to deny that for al­ 
most 12 y ears after what we tell 
school children was the coming of 
peace, he was in the Communist 
party and attended one of its lead­ 
ership schools. 
Yet he retained his Army cap­ 
taincy until mid-1953. During the 
war Jiminez was sent by his su­ 
perior officers on intelligence mis­ 
sions behind enemy lines — and 
did a little work within our own 
lines.

When Morris asked him if he 
“ were a Communist now,” Jim­ 
inez retorted, “ Most emphatically 
not.” 
Morris came back with “ Hav e 
y ou 
attended 
Communist 
party 
meetings.. .Communist factions at 
New Hav en? . . . Did y ou ev er at­ 
tend 
a 
Communist 
leadership 
school in Philadelphia? .. .In Feb­ 
ruary 1946, did y ou attend a closed 
meeting of the Communist party of 
the upstate district of New York 
State, at Bufalo? ” 
On all these Jiminez took to the 
Fifth like the WCTU to water. 
Jiminez did admit that in recent 
months he had been an official of 
the International Assn. of Machin­ 
ists and was now a labor relations 
man, mostly in Jamestown, N.Y. 


THIS HEARING went v irtually 
unnoticed despite its implications.

It is rigid and strong, 
cannot bu rn, rot or be eaten by 
termites or other insects. It is 
weather resistant and , while it can 
be painted if d esired , it d oes not 
requ ire painting for preserv ation. 


THE VARIOUS ASBESTOS - ce­ 
ment sid ings being mad e tod ay 
represent the resu lts of y ears of 
laboratory and field research. The 
big news for home bu ild ers are the 
recent d ev elopments in the qu al­ 
ity , sty le and method s of apply ing 
the sid ing. In the past 18 months, 
manu factu rers hav e introd u ced a 
wid e v ariety of new colors, tex ­ 
tu res and sizes. 
One of the most popu lar trend s 
is an improv ed application method , 
emphasizing the horizontal shad ow 
lines between sid ing cou rses. This 
d eep shad ow-line effect is achiev ­ 
ed throu gh the u se of a fiberboard 
shingle backer, or nailing strip, 
u nd er the sid ing. Becau se shad ow

In ad d ition, the fiber - 
board backer prov id es insu lation 
and makes ex terior walls more 
weather-resistant. The new method 
meets the stand ard s and requ ire­ 
ments for u se on homes financed 
by the Fed eral Hou sing Ad minis­ 
tration. 


ASBESTOS SIDING shingles now 
come in a wid e range of sizes. 
The stand ard 12 by 2 4 inch shing­ 
les are still the most popu lar. 
Howev er, there now are long, nar­ 
row shingles — twice the length 
of the cu stomary shingle — which 
can be applied clapboard fashion. 
This sty le is especially ad apted 
to the long, rangy ty pe of hou se 
and is filling a long - felt need . 
There also are ov ersize u nits to 
meet other architectu ral requ ire­ 
ments. The larger shingles red u ce 
the nu mber need ed and simplify 
the application proced u re. 
Color sty lists hav e worked with 
prod u ct engineers to d ev elop new 
su rface tex tu res and colors. The 
sid ings are av ailable in many col­ 
ors, ranging from pastels to d eep­ 
er tones and shad es. Su rface tex ­ 
tu res hav e been d ev eloped which 
emphasize both v ertical and hori­ 
zontal striations, with some hav ­ 
ing a glazed su rface smooth to 
the tou ch. 


THESE 
MULTI - COLORED, 
many -sized shingles are v astly d if­ 
ferent from the cru d e, gray u nits 
pu t on the market in 19 32 . Bu t 
those first asbestos - cement shin­ 
gles nev ertheless were well re­ 
ceiv ed , being u sed chiefly in the 
reju v enation of old homes. In that 
y ear, y ou 
will 
remember, 
the 
bu ild ing of new homes — and al­ 
most ev ery thing else — was at 
an all-time low. 
Od d ly enou gh, it was as a re­ 
su lt of a military need for cam­ 
ou flaged bu ild ings, d u ring World 
War II, that the first colored shin­ 
gles were d ev eloped . Tod ay , they 
are among the most wid ely -u sed 
materials for resid ences. 


Laminated Oak Blocks 


Are Becoming Popular 
Laminated oak blocks are be­ 
coming popu lar as a flooring ma­ 
terial for home mod ernizing pro­ 
jects. The blocks are especially 
su itable for below-grou nd recrea­ 
tion rooms and for home ad d i­ 
tions bu ilt on concrete slabs, ac­ 
cord ing to the National Lu mber 
Manu factu rers 
Association. 
The 
ease with which the blocks may 
be installed makes them id eal 
for the d o-it-y ou rselfers, the lu m­ 
bermen ex plain. 
Before the blocks are applied , 
concrete slabs shou ld be moistu re- 
proofed . Th:n, a mastic *is spread 
ov er the slab with a tooth-ed ged 
trowel.

q — My hu sband left a cigarette 
bu rning in an ash tray and it cau s­ 
ed a blister on one of my v eneer­ 
ed tables. Is there any way 1 
can repair this my self? 
A — Try injecting some glu e in­ 
to the blister with an ey e d rop­ 
per or a sy ringe. If y ou u se the 
ey e d ropper, first slit the blister 
lengthwise with a razor. After y ou 
hav e spread the glu e, weight the 
su rface heav ily u ntil the glu e d ries. 
Q —- We’re planning to bu ild on 
a heav ily wood ed acre ov erlooking 
th sea near San Francisco. Can 
we u se light pastel colors on the 
ou tsid e of the hou se, or shall we 
stick to a ru stic d ecor? 
A — A hou se in a wood ed set­ 
ting need s color to keep it from 
being “lost,” say s Ned Abrams, 
prominent San Francisco architect. 
“A light pastel roof of asphalt 
shingles, for ex ample, keeps 
a 
hou se from looking like it’s cow­ 
ering u nd er the trees,” Abrams 
say s. Stone planting box es, split- 
rail fences and red wood stains on 
sid ing, wind ows and d oors will con­ 
tribu te the “ru stic” theme and har­ 
monize with most pastel roofing 
shad es. 
Q — Most of the rich topsoil 
arou nd my new hou se was bu ried 
by the bu ild ing contractor when 
he backfilled the fou nd ations. What 
can I d o to the areas to help a 
nice lawn to grow? The su bsoil 
is sand y . 
A — Ad d a one-inch lay er of or­ 
ganic matter, su ch as peat or com­ 
mercial hu mu s, and mix it in with 
the sand y su bsoil to a d epth of 
six inches. This shou ld make the 
su bsoil capable of su pporting a re­ 
spectable lawn. 
Q — What cou ld I plant in a 
bare, shad y , one-foot-wid e strip be­ 
tween my d riv eway and the fou n­ 
d ation of my hou se? 
A — Lilies-of-the-v alley , plantain 
lilies or pachy sand ra each will 
prov id e greenery and some flow­ 
ers. You also might u se a hard , 
nativ e fern su ch as the Christmas 
fern.

“You may nev er be trapped in 
the basement of a blazing home, 
bu t it is a grim possiblity which 
mu st be faced ,” say s Mrs. Rohd e. 
“Many homes hav e bu t a single 
means of access to the basement 
and that is throu gh a section of 
the stru ctu re which cou ld v ery 
well be the site of fire. 
The av ­ 
erage basement wind ow is so small 
as not to afford a means of es 
cape. Thu s a basement d oor lead ­ 
ing to the ou tsid e throu gh a metal 
hatchway cov er becomes an im­ 
portant 
safety 
factor 
in ev ery 
home.” 
Mr. Rohd e say s an intelligently 
planned and u sed basement not 
only increases the comfort and ef­ 
ficiency of the home bu t ad d s to 
its v alu e. 
“The basement is the least cost­ 
ly and most v ersatile room in the 
hou se,” he ad d s. 
“It is poor ec­ 
onomics to permit it to remain a 
d ark, d u sty catch-all when with a 
little planning it can oe mad e as 
cheery and accessible as any room 
in the hou se.”

Home Repairs 


Dos And Don'ts 


Home and Workshop Motors 
DO . . . remember that motors 
with sealed bearings do not need 
lubricating, but others do. 
DO . . . if y ou are unaware of 
what kind of motor it is. look for 
small oil holes with hinged caps 
at two or three places on 
t h e 
housing . , . oil holes which are 
missing on motors with se a 1 e d 
bearings. 
DO . . . use a vacuum cleanar 
attachment for getting dust and 
dirt out of the ventilating ducts 
and other $arts of the motor, nev­ 
er using water or any liquid ex 
cept 
carbon 
tetrachloride 
f o r 
cleaning. 
DO . . . be sure that the motor 
pulley is aligned properly and has 
the right tension, since one that 
is too tight will produce an over­ 
load and one that is too loose will 
cause a loss of power. 


DON’T . . . forget that, while 
oiling motors without sealed bear­ 
ings is absolutely essential, it must 
be done only 
on c e every few 
months for the average house­ 
hold motor and then only a little 
oil at a time. 
DON’T . . . box in a motor to 
k;en out dust and dirt unless y ou 
make provision for an adequate 
circulation of air inside the box . 
DON’T . . . use a larger-size 
fuse if the motor blows out a fuse 
during the starting load; a time- 
delay fuse of the same 
am p er­ 
age usually will prevent future 
blow-outs. 
DON’T . . . use an ex tension 
cord lighter than 
the 
electrical 
cord attached to the motor.

At the beginning the sy mptoms 
are likely to be mild and charac­ 
terized by rapid fatigue, tension 
of the muscles and aching pain 
whenever the particular act is ex e­ 
cuted.

tions cannot be coordinated so 
that the task (such as writing) 
becomes impossible. 
These muscular difficulties are 
usually associated with anx iety , 
feelings of resentment and frus­ 
tration and difficulties in social 
adjustment. Treatment is of t e n 
quite complicated because it in­ 
volves recognition and adjustment 
to social and personal problems 
in addition to those of the occu­ 
pation itself. Phy siotherapy and 
some drugs are or may b* help­ 
ful, but these alone are often not 
enough to solve the problem. 
Q — I am in ex cellent health 
for my age, 7 2, but for the past 
six months have had a great deal 
of trouble with ex cessive saliva­ 
tion. What can be done about this? 
A — Ex cessive production of sal­ 
iva can result from any one of a 
large number of disorders, such 
as Parkinson’s disease, or from 
local inflammatory conditions of 
the mouth or surrounding areas. 
It is also quite common in cer­ 
tain nervous conditions, particu­ 
larly that which is known as “neu- 


A — The caffeine m coffee is 
a potent drug and is known to 
have certain actions on several 
functions of the body . Among oth­ 
ers, it does stimulate the heart, 
principally by increasing the rate 
of the beat. In moderate quanti­ 
ties, and in mild hy pertension, its 
effects are probably slight. How­ 
ever, ex cessive coffee drinking in 
the face of a considerably raised 
blood pressure would not be gen­ 
erally advised. 
Q— My son alway s has beer 
in his home. When he drinks a 
little too much he breaks out in 
red blotches. What causes this? 
A — It sounds as though y our 
son develops hives or urticaria 
following beer drinking. This is 
most likely the result of hy per­ 
sensitiveness or allergy to some 
substance present in the beer. The 
obvious solution to his problem is 
not to “drink a little too much. ’ 
Q — Would arthritis in the back 
be causd by moving about 200 
y ards from a large lake? I never 
had sy mptoms of arthritis before. 
A — It seems most unlikely that 
this change of location could have 
caused arthritis, though dampness 
does make some people with var­ 
ious forms of arthritis and rheu* 
matism feel worse.

Th e pilot, Lt. Robert Kampmil- 
ler, of Uniontown, Pa., was spot­ 
ted by skindiv ers in th e wreckage 
of h is plane 15 feet below surface 
Th e div ers, h owev er, were unable 
to unlock th e cockpit’s canopy.
